CASAN, THE TARTAR DWARF. 


Fierce tittle Mongolian Who Lived 


Centuries Ago. 


In tho series of papurs ou "Historic 


Dwarfs," in St. Nicholas, Mary Shears 
Roberts describes the famous Casau. 
Mrs. 
Roberts says: 


Casan was tho namo of a little Mon- 


gol Tartar who flourished m the e<rly 
part, of tho thirteenth century. 


Ho was barn in the eastern part of 


Asia, not fur from the ancient city of 
Kurukoruiu. His parents belonged to 
oiio of the barbarian hordes that owed 
allegiance to Genghis Khan, mid Casan 
became a fierce though small warrior 
and fought bravely under the banner of 
the groat and mighty Mongol conqueror. 


The exact height of tins little dwarf 


is unknown. He was certainly not over 
three? feet tall, but ho was active aud 
muscular and, like all his race, could 
endure hunger, thirst, fatigue and cold. 


Tho Tartars were unexcelled in tho 


management of their beautiful horses. 
Tho fleetest animals were trained to 
stop short iii full career, and to fnco 
without; flinching wild beast or formi- 
dable foe. C'asan was a born soldier, and 
at an early age became expert in all tho 
exercises that belonged to a Tartar edu- 
cation. He could manage a fiery courser 
•with great skill and could shciot an ar- 
row or throw a lauce iivitli -unerring 
aim, in full career, advancing or re- 
treating. 


Like many of those small in stature, 


ho was anything but pimy in spirit, 
ami while yet a lad ho gathered about 
him a troop of wild young Tartar boys 
QS reckless and daring as himself, of 
whom by common consent ho became 
lender. 
Ho commanded his lawless 


young comrades with a strange mixturo 
of dignity and energy, and they obeyed 
bis orders with, zeal aud willingness. 
Somotimes they would go on long hunt- 
ing expeditious, seldom failing to lay 
waste any lonely habitation they hap- 
pened on.

Ho may bo left dried up for 
months, even years, and yot on being 
put into water will expand and begin 
moving about and feeding vigorously. 
Although he cannot stand boiliug wa- 
ter, he will live in dry heat at a far 
higher temperature, oven up to i)BO 
degrees F. One has actually been kepi 
ill vacuum for 80 days with sulphuric 
acid and chloride of calcium withoul 
losing his capability of revivification. 


As for the reason why, it seems the 


little boasts' bodies are chiefly com- 
posed of albumen, which, it is wcl 
known, will stand a very high temper- 
ature without losing its 
solubility. 


Then, too, they arc provided with two 
skins, one ovei' the other, and these 
skius are wonderfully tough and elastic. 


Tho water hear has the scientific 


namo of tardigracla, because ho takes 
life so easy. Ho is always fat and 
plump and spends his waking periodn 
in constantly grubbing with his four 
pairs of legs among whatever rubbish 
comes in his way. 
Having eyes, brain 


and a nervous system, he is much ahead 
of his tribe, and is altogether one of tho 
most interesting find amusing littloani- 
mals known, to science.—London Tit-
